Needs More Display In Canada Says 
Ontario’s Attorney-General _ 

Hon. W. H. Price, Ontario Attor- 
ney-General, has instituted an inquiry 
as to the feasibility of having a Union 
Jack installed in every courtroom of 
the province. Speaking at Uxbridge, 
at the unveiling of a war memorial, 
Col. Price made this announcement, 
at the same time emphasizing the 
necessity of keeping fresh in the 
minds of Cahadian people the deeds of 
those who died in war. “We have 
been remiss in not’ putting forward 
our flag in such a manner that every 
Génadian-born citizen and every na- 
turalized subject will know the his- 
tory of our institutions and our tra- 
ditions,” said Col. Price, unveiling a 
monument to Uxbridge’s Great War 
dead in the town Square. 

“The flag is now flown on every 
courthouse while courts are in ses- 
sion, but the flag could very well be 
installed on a staff in every court- 
room, The people of Canada were 
woefully deficient in historical knowl- 
edge, the attorney-general declared. 
They failed to read books on early 
adventure, pioneering and history of 
the country. 


Primitive Hunting 


Boys In North Woods Hunt Rabbits 
With Sling-Shots 

The boys attached to the Rankin 
trans-Canada Highway construction 
camp near Mattawa, Ont., have gone 
primitive. In order to share the ex- 
cellent rabbit hunting accorded by 
northern Ontario's “great outdoors,” 
they had to overcome the difficulty 
of lack of firearms, which are prohib- 
ited in the construction camps.

still another field of usefulness, 
wherein, it is believed, it will per- 
form a much needed and valuable 
service, 

Throughout the demonstration a 
special Marconi 15-watt ,transmitter 
was used. This was set up at the 
entrance to the park and a special 
Marconi 5-watt set was transported 
to a point 15 miles distant. Com- 
munication was very distinct and 
clearly showed the possibilities . of 
radio in this work. 

The complete equipment which is 
regularly installed consists of a cen- 
tral station capable of covering con- 
sistently an area of between 75 and 
100 miles. This serves as a main 
exchange. Circled about this are 
several stations of lower power that 
act as intermediates and in the area 
covered by each intermediate listen- 
ing posts are installed. 

The rangers carry, as part of their 
equipment, a portable receiver. The 
weight of this, complete with batter- 
les, earphones and its protective case, 
is only 19 Ibs. To tune in on the 
station covering his area is much 
simpler than tuning in on the average 
rddio set as the dial is semifixed. 

To enable the ranger on the trail 
to call in, sub-station transmitters 
are installéd at convenient points. 
These sub-stations are battery oper- 
ated and are housed in weatherproof 
cases. 

One of the big advantages of radio 
telephone in forestry protective work 
is that it is not dependent upon wires. 
With the radio telephone the work of 
the rangers is directed from one cen- 
trai station. Scheduled broadcasts are 
sent out and each ranger is sure to 
get them. During a fire the interme- 
diate station is.used to report pro- 
gress and the call for more men, if 
required, is sent out from the cen- 
tral station. One big advantage of 
the intermediate stations is that they, 
too, can be transported by truck or 
aeroplane and placed at a point of 
vantage. Thus the reports to the cen- 
tral stafion are more constant and 
regular during 5 fire. 


Brings Flowers To / 
Perfection Quickly 


Sunlight Apparatus | Makes Them 
Bloom While You Wait 

The famous conjurer who produces 
flowers from his hat has a rival in 
Viscount FitzAlan of Derwent, who 
grows flowers while you wait. 

He has had a sunlight apparatus 
installed in the cellar of his green- 
houses in the grounds of his mansion, 
Cumberland Lodge, which stands in 
the Home Park at Windsor, not far 
from the castle. 

There, by the use of violet rays 
and 1,000 candle-power arc lamps 
equal to strong sunlight, he can make 
his flowers attain in a few hours a 
pitch of perfection which nature, un- 
aided, could only hope to achieve 
within a few weeks. 

When Lady FitzAlan wants special 
floral decorations for her dinner tab'e, 
she has only to order them a few 
hours béforehand. 

She may ask for daffodils. The 
boxes in the greenhouses may show 
hard, long, bulby green stalks which 
the average gardener would know 
would take about a week before. they 
were in bloom. Lady FitzAlan’s gar- 
dener, however, can execute the order 
blissfully. He has only to take a few 
of the boxes to the cellar, turn on the 
lamps, leave them for three or four 
hours, and the green, swollen heads 
will be in radiant yellow blossom 
ready to adorn the dinner table.

Proponents of the project assert 
that within five years after Congress 
approves, Great Laeks ports will be 
ocean ports visited by ocean-going 
freighters with a loaded draft up to 
27 feet and 600 feet in length.

$614,000,000 for navigation, and $365,- 
000;000 for power development. They 
say the annual overhead would be 
$36,000,000 and that the estimated 
maximum tonnage would be 10,500,-

Finland Is Building 
Pocket Battleships 


Will Withstand Broadside Fire Of the 
Largest Cruisers 

Work has been started on two new 
fighting ships for the Finnish navy 
which are as remarkable in their way 
as the German pocket battleship, ac- 
cording to the Daily Telegraph's na- 
val correspondent.,They are, he says, 
miniature battleships of 4,000 tons, 
designed for coast defense operations 
in the Baltic, with Diesel electric 
drive and a speed of 16 knots. 

Each of these little ships mounts a 
formidable armament of four 10-inch 
guns in turrets and eight 4.7-inch 
quick firers and there is a substan- 
tial armour protection of vital parts. 

They are under construction at the 
Crichton Vulcan yard at Abo, Fin- 
land; and are due to be completed in 
1938. The Smallest’ capital ships in 
the world,’ they are ‘said to be able to 
withstand the broadside fire of the 
largest cruisers and are more strong- 
ly protected. They are being built 
by native labor and largely from do- 


mestic materials, as were four sub-_ 


marines now in the Finnish navy.

Millions of the earth's selelniosks Wal sat in homes, offices, hotels, clubs, in 
railmay trains and on ships, on December 12 last, and enjoyed one of the 
most marvellous demonstrations yet known in an age of marvels. People 
of many races, black, white and yellow, speaking a veritable babel of 
languages, and of many creeds were, for the time being, brought together 
as one great family to enjoy an entertainmnet to which fifteen nations 
contributed and in which all participated. 

The everit was a world-wide radio hook-up to commemorate an achieve- 
ment of thirty years ago which has revolutionized methods of communication, 
transformed social conditions, altered our forms of entertainment and in- 
struction, and been the means of saving countless numbera of lives. 

Thirty years ago, (December 12, 1901), at noon, a young man of vision, 
{imbued with the enthusiasm and confidence of youth, sat in an old shack 
on Signal Hill, Newfoundland, and waited patiently for something to happen; 
something which, to the knowledge of man, had nevér before occurred. He 
was Marconi awaiting to convince an incredulous world that it was possible 
to send a sfgnal across the Atlantic Ocean by wireless telegraph. Marconi 
and two assistants waited until in the earphones they heard at the appointed 
minute the “click, click, click,” the three dots of the letter “S’ in the Morse 
Code, which had been the ve cis agreed upon to be sent from Poldhu, 
Cornwall, England. 

From that historic moment to December 12, 1931, the world had been 
constantly growing smaller,—time and space were eliminated, The .pressing 
of a key eighteen hundred miles away had been heard in the merest fraction 
of a second. In the thirty years which have passed, vast strides have been 
made in world communication, but no wireless message has crossed the 
Atlantic any faster than that first one of Marconi. 

' Today we sit in our homes before ornate radio sets and by the simple 
turning of a dial shift ourselves from the music and speech of New York 
to that of San Francisco; from Ottawa to Vancouver; from Edmonton to 
Mexico, or, On December 12 last, we listened to speech and music from 
London, England, .then Brussels, then Paris, Berlin, Rome, Warsaw, \New 
York, Washington, Ottawa, Japan, Hawaii, Venezuela, Brazil, the Argentine, 
We.heard a message being transmitted from New York to San Francisco, 
from whence it was sent to Java, thence to Amsterdam, and we heard it 
being received back in New York after circling the globe in one minute and 
47 seconds, We heard English, French, German, Italian, Spanish, Japanese 
and other, languages spoken. 

All because Marconi’s great experiment of December 12, 1901, succeeded. 
The world was astounded then; it marvels still. Following that first signal 
came the development of wireless telegraphy, then wireless telephony was 
made possible: by the invention of the vacuum tube, and now television is just 
around the corner. The vacuum tube led to the discovery of the photo- 
electric cell, that marvellous sensitive little tube which made talking pictures 
possible, which opens and closes doors, counts vehicles on the highways, and 
does many other most astonishing things. 

* Airplanes are guided by wireless as they wing their way through space; 
the wireless “SOS” call brings help to stricken ships; the radio summons 
medical or other assistance into the far frozen north; His Majesty the King 
addresses his people in every portion of his far-flung Dominions; church 
services and the finest of the world’s music and other forms of entertain- 
ment are carried into the most isolated and humble home. 

But as one listened on December 12 last, to the nations talking to and 
entertaining each other, switching from one continent to another almost 
quicker than the mind can think, the conviction grew that, great as all 
these achievements are, sométhing even greater and grander must inevitably 
result from Marconi’s amazing experiment. Will hot this annihilation of 
time and space, this breaking down of barriers to communication between 
peoples .and nations, this development of a common means of expression 
between peoples, also lead to the breaking down of old suspicions, prejudices 
and jealousies? Shall we not learn to discard. the old, mis-used word 
“foreigner” and, instead, come to regard those who live under other flags, 
who speak languages other than our own, and who worship at altars some- 
what different from those at which we may worship, as neighbours, friends, 
and brothers? 

In honoring Marconi for his great achievement, may we not also hope 
that over and above all the material benefits he thus conferred upon us, he 
has been an effective instrument in the hands of an all-wise Providence in 
promoting the brotherhood of man and the federation of the world?

Canadian Wins At International 


Many Valuable Awards To 
Western Provinces 

In addition to winning the world’s 
wheat prize at the 1931 International 
Grain and Hay Show, held at Chica- | 
go, Canadian exhibitors won a big 
share of other awards..In the hard 
red spring wheat class 68 out of the 
72 awards went to Canada, the first 
of which went to C. H. Gilbert, of Big 
River, Saskatchewan, and the second 
to Joseph H. B. Smith, of Wolf Creek, 
Alberta. The winner of the wheat 
championship at the International in 
1929, Herman Trelle, of Wembley, Al- 
berta, the 1931 ‘‘Wheat King,” as he 
was in 1930 and 1926, won third place 
im the hard red spring class. His 
championship this year was won with 
an exhibit of Durum wheat. In the 
six-rowed barley class Canadians 
won 14 out of the 25 prizes, and in rye 
nine out of 26. In flax 15 out of 27 
awards went to Canada; for small 
yellow field peas 13 out of the 14 
prizes were won by the Dominion and 
in large yellow peas the seven awards 
were carried off by Canadians. In 
peas, any other colour, Canada took 
six of the ten prizes, Trelle won the 
championship for field peas and P; U. 
Clubine, of Wembley, was awarded 
the reserve championship. Canadian 
breeders also made a good showing 
with sheep, cattle and horses.

Which Birds 
After twenty years of study of the 
flight of birds J. H. Montgomery of 
St. Gabriel has apparently solved the 
secret of the flight of birds. He has 
discovered that in the wings of every 
soaring birds is a power plant, with 
which the bird has nothing whatever 
to do further than his ability to con- 
trol it. Montgomery said: “Contrary 
to the prevalent view of scientists, 
birds do not fly by taking advantage 
of air currents, but their power to 
soar is due to the structure of their 
pinions, which are filled with thous- 
sands of vortices which catch the air.” 
According to’ Montgomery, the same 
principles by which birds soar could 
be applied to a new type of airship, 
which would require no motor, but 
could be regulated to fly at any speed 
up to 350 miles an hour.

Hard Times Has Given Decided 
Impetus To Industry . 

It is, of course, an ill-wind that 
blows nobody good, and one result of 
the recent hard tines is that gold 
mining in Canada was never before 
in so prosperous a condition as it is 
today, thanks to the fall in price of 
much of the material used in the pro- 
duction of gold and to the premium 
now being paid Canadian gold miners 
on their product. Great activity is 
consequently being displayed through- 
out the country both in increasing the 
output of the producing mines and. in 
the search for and’ development of 
promising gold prospects. Attention 
is also being given to the possibility 
of developing and working the larger 
low-grade gold deposits, which can 
now be undertaken at a much lower 
cost per ton than has hitherto been 
considered feasible. 

In addition to the markedly favor- 
able effects which low commodity 
prices and the premium on gold have 
already -produced on the Canadian 
gold mining industry, still further and 
far-reaching advantages are to be 
anticipated. Many of the mines, in 
order to take full advantage of pres- 
ent conditions, are preparing to em- 
bark immediately on programmes of 
expansion involving large capital ex- 
penditures that would not otherwise 
have been made until some time in 
the future. The effects of such 
expansion on the gold mining indus- 
will undoubtedly persist long after 
the present incentives have ceased to 
exit.—Dr. Charles Camsell in Toron- 
to Mail and Empire.

backs, 

Possessing but feeble sight the spl- 
der’s most highly developed organ is 
an acute sense of touch which enables 
it to understand the most delicate vi- 
brations. Thus the common garden 
spider, lurking in her hiding place, 
keeps in touch with a trapline. con- 
nected with the hub of her web. By 
this means she is able to tell when 
and where a victim is enmeshed, and 
what kind of insect it is. 

In the construction of a web it is 
| wonderful that the first effort of a 
young spider is as perfect as that of 
its parent. This must be an instinc- 
tive accomplishment, as the webs of 
individual spiders of the same spe- 
cies are all alike. Usually, however, 
the webs of male spiders are smaller 
‘and not so perfect’as those of the 
female. }

Seven years of private fiying have 
established the Englishwoman as a 
noteworthy air pilot. Miss Amy John- 
son, of Australia, solo fame; Miss 
Winnifred Spooner, winner of numer- 
ous open races; Lady Bailey, lone air 
tourist of Africa, and Mrs. Victor 
Bruce, who flew solo to Japan, are 
Britain's best known women fliers.

‘The meeting was called on the 
order of the Canadian Chamber of 
Commerce, Upon the authority of a 
resolution’ which was passed at the 
convention of the. organization. held 


~in Regina in’ September of this year. 


Following is the text of the resolu- 
tion: ‘ 

“Resolved that the Canadian Cham- 
ber of Commerce take the initiative 
in an endeavour to secure the co- 
operation of agricultural producers, 
the trade, a number of outstanding 
business men, the Federal Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, and of ‘Trade and 
Commefce, and the Provincial De- 
partments of Agriculture in bringing 
about the establishment of a Cana- 
diah institute of agriculture, whose 
functions would include a ‘thorough 
and continuous study of agricultural 
problems and of marketing possibili- 
ties in Canada and other countries, 
the extension of existing markets and 
the promotion of new markets; and 
the dissemination of information as 
to the present and prospective. re- 


~ quirements of individual markets, as 


to quantity, quality, period of sup- 
ply and the sales and other channels 


through which such may be fully de- |- 


veloped.”’ 

At the conclusion of the meeting 
a committee was set up to draft a 
constitution and while the. general 
meeting did not go at any great 
length into detail, some indication of 
the type of organization to be set up 
may be gathered from the following 
classes which were unanimously ap- 
proved by the meeting with the defin- 
ition of the scope and purpose of the 
organization. They are as follows: 


The objects of the organization 
shall be: 


-1. To promote the welfare of all 
those engaged in the industry of 
agriculture in all branches. 

2. To promote co-operation be- 
tween the agricultural organizations 
of Canada where such co-operation 
may be useful to agriculture, and to 
attend to such common tasks as°are 
not exercised by: the individual organ- 
‘izations, but so that the individual 
“Organizations shall continue: to exer- 
cis» the particular tasks that fall 
within their special scope, 

3. To be at the disposal of the 
government as regards agricultural 
questions and. to submit proposals 
for legislative measures which are 
deemed to be of benefit to agricul- 
ture. 

4, To represent agriculture in its 
relation to the other industries of the 
country. 


It was‘ apparent during the discus- | 


sion that there was some difference 


of viewpoint as to whether the or-|: 


ganization should be. formally made 
part of the Chamber of Commerce or 


. Whether it should be constituted of 


other organizations besides. 

After further discussion, the view- 
point seemed to prevail at the outset 
the organization should consist of 
‘agricultural organizations themselves, 
leaving it to the organization when 
constituted to take its own measures 
to procure co-operation with other 
business interests in Canada where 
such co-operation would appear to be 
of national benefit. 

It is the intention that the com- 
mittee should proceed with the draft- 
ing of the constitution promptly and 
report back to all the organizations 
represented at the conference at Tor- 
onto as a preliminary step to having 
such conference and assemble later 
for the purpose of adopting the con- 
stitution and putting it into effect. 

The meeting was acknowledged to 
be the most representative meeting of 
the kind ever held in Canada.

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James Ritchie of the chair of Na- 
tural History if the University of 
Aberdeen, Scotland, recently pointed 
out that. 150 years ago, out of each 
one thousand individuals only 611 
passed their third year, only 400. their 
twentieth, 140 their fiftieth, while at 
eighty only six were left. Contrari- 
wise, today, out of each thousand, 890 
survive their third year, 836 their 
twentieth, 657 their fiftieth, while 133 
live to be eighty or more. Every 
child’s expectation of life ig now fifty- 
three years. 

Professor Ritchie, however, does 
well to remind us that, though this 
greater expectation of life exists, no 
evidence is apparent of any tendency 
to extend the scale indefinitely. This 
prospect of a longer individual life 
has been afforded because medical 
science has discovered ways and 
means of enabling people to prolong 
life and at the same time has made 
old age less of a trial than it used 
to be. Nevertheless the life of each 
creature, animal or plant or man, as 
the case may be, has an allotted span 
of life and, when the organism is run-

cal science has really done is to give 
mankind generally a better. chance 
of reaching the full measure of his 
Gay and generation.

The colour is as Nature made it, 
except that the shade may be less pro- 
nounced than it was in the fresh- 
caught fish. Canned sockeye is a rich 
red. The other varieties of salmon are 


of different shades of pink. But pink | 


or red, the colours are natural. 


Research carried on in recent years | 
goes to show that the colour of sal- | 


men flesh is composed entirely of red 
and yellow pigments. In the can- 
ning process the colourings become 
somewhat less marked, although it is 
not yet certain whether an actual fad- 
ing. occurs or only an apparent fad- 
ing as the proteins become coagulat- 
ed. : 
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To Sterilize Dairy. Utensils. 


Chiorine Good Substitute When Boil- | 


ing Water Not Available 

The keeping quality of milk de- 
pends directly upon the number of 
bacteria present and this in turn de- 
perids upon the thoroughness with 
which dairy utensils have been clean- 
ed and sterilized. The use of live 
steam or scalding with boiling water 
is always effective providing it is 
available in sufficient volume, but as 
a@ general rule the quantity available 
gp the average farm is inadequate for 
effective results. It is for this reason 
that the use of chlorine in suitable 
form is recommended by bacterio- 
logical experts. It acts rapidly in 
cold water, and is cheaper and more 
convenient than the heat treatment 
| generally recommended. When pro- 
perly employed chlorine sterilization 
gives excellent results, and the prac- 
tice, already general among milk and 
other food plants, is spreading to the 
dairy farms.—Department of Agricul- 
ture.

Dr. Birch had said, ‘Ane 
cient Egyptian wheat will not grow,’ 
| and we gave that as an answer to 
| Inquiries. Subsequently good fortune 
| gave me the opportunity of buying, 
in 1897, at my own cost, in Western 
Thebes, a good specimen of a wooden 
| model of an ancient Egyptian grane 


| ary, which had just been found in a 
| tombhgof the Nineteenth Dynasty, say 
1200 B.C. It contained little bins 
and the usual staircase, and the 
whole space not. occupied by the bing 
was covered with a layer of dark- 
ish brown grain, wheat or barley (I 
know not which), several inches deep, 
I poured out the grain into a leather 


bag and brought it home in due 
course. 
-‘T_ suggested to the, director that 


we should give some of the grain 
to the authorities at Kew Gardens 
and ask them to make a careful ex- 
| periment and let us know the result, 
With his approval I wrote to Dr. 
Thistleton Dyer, the curator, and 
asked his help, and he promised to 
give the planting of the grain his 
personal care and attention. He 
prepared soil and divided the grain 
|into four little heaps, and he planted 
each heap separately, and covered 
each little plot with glass of a differe 
ent color—white, yellow, red and blue, 
The whole of the Kew staff was ine 
tensely interested in the experiment, 
and many botanists joined them in 
waiting for the grain to germinate, 
They waited day after day, week af- 
ter week, but no shoot of afiy kind 
appeared. At length, after three 
months, they turned over the little 
plots and found that all the grain had 
turned to dust. As a result Thistle- 
ton Dyer reported that ancient wheat 
or barley would not grow, and then 
went on to talk about the shortness 
| of the life of the germinating propere 
ties in grain generally. Many others 
tried the same experiment, with the 
same result.
